I Sons a nd D escenda nts of P resident John 
Q uincy A da m s—Editor G odkin’« 
Tirade A g uinst B oy s. 
_ 


George Washington, the eldest son of 
President J ohn Quincy Adams, was Itorn 
in Berlin. 
J ohn and Charles Francis 
were the two other sons, and a ll three 
of the boy s were at one time together in 
school in London. On his final rctuni to 
America Mr. Adams took up his resi­ 
dence in Washington as President Mon­ 
roe's secretary of state and became chief 
magistrate at the close of the second 
Monroe* administration. 
Prejsidnnt Ad­ 
ams was an early riser, tuul on summer 
mornings he usually repaired to the Po­ 
tomac for a swim, his sou J ohn fre­ 
quently going with him. The president 
was a strong swimmer. J ohnotnild out­ 
run him, bat he could ootswim J ohn. 
George entered Harvard collogo and 
afterward studiorl law in Boston with 
Daniel Webster. 
He irnwlo his mark in 
college, was a fine conversationalist and 
without doubt exceptionally gifted. Like 
his father, he was a student of Shake- 
sjK'iire, and 
he wrote many poems. 
George represented Boston in the state 
legislature, but gradually became more 
or less a [trey to inb mj* rate habits, and 
journey ing to W ashington in 1820 he 
was lost overboard from the steamer lie- 
tween Boston and New York, ending 
his life ut the age of 28. 
J ohn was a Boston boy , bom on the 
4th of J uly , 1808. 
Like George, J ohn 
was graduated from Harvard and also 
studied law. 
He married his beautiful 
cousin, Abigail Adams, and the wed­ 
ding took place i/i the blue room of tin* 
White House in February , 1828. 
Charles Francis, the y oungest son of 
the family , was another Boston hoy , 
bom in 1807. He went to Russia at the 
ag*- iif 2, when his father was appointed 
minister to that country , and remained 
there nearly six y ears, during which 
time it is stated that he learned to sjieak 
French, German and Russian w ith flu­ 
ency . He was a favorite at the imperial 
palace, where h<- was made much of by 
the empress, grand duchesses and other 
roy alties. He was graduated from Har­ 
vard the y ear his father was made pres­ 
ident. 
His most valuable service to his 
country is considered to be his course in 
England as American minister during 
the civil war hem 
He was the Adams 
of the third generation to be minister to 
Great. Britain. 
Four sons were bom to 
him—J ohn 
Quincy , Charles Francis, 
J r., Henry and Brooks. The two former 
served in the late war, and Charles 
Francis received the brevet of brigadier 
general. 
Ho attained greatest promi­ 
nence, however, as president of the Un­ 
ion Pacific railroad. 
Henry Adams is 
the w ell known historian and resides in 
Washington, and Brooks, who also de­ 
votes himself to literature, lives in Bos­ 
ton. J ohn Qninry Adams, second, the son 
of Charles Francis, was twice nominated 
for gov« nior of Massachusetts, and his 
two sons, George and Charles Francis, 
say s the Boston Herald, distinguished 
themselves in recent y ears at Harvard 
in the football field and in aquatics.

Editor F. L. Godkin of the New York 
Post has lately broken out in a tirade 
against “ boy s” that hot ray s a very un­ 
happy mental condition.

W ou ld N ot R e m e d y th e U n eq u a l D istr ib u ­ 
tion of W e a lth . 
it is because of th** belief that in some 
way fr**** coinage would g ive the poorer 
classes some of the wealth now in the 
hands of the rich that the farmers and 
workers in some sections of the country 
have favored the Id to 1 schema 
The shallowness of the pretense that 
th** silver standard would help the poor 
as against the rielt can be seen by con­ 
sidering the results which its advocates 
claim would follow its adoption. They 
insist that by measuring values in dol­ 
lars worth ha lf of a gold dollar th** 
value of all thu wealth in the country 
would bo exactly doubled. 
This is an 
error arising out of th*' silverite confu­ 
sion of value with price. 
Prices would 
doubtless be doubled as compared with 
th« * 50 cent dollar, but the value of all 
kinds of goods would not bo Increased 
in the slig htest degree. Does any farmer 
think that his implements or his furni­ 
ture would really he worth more to him 
if their nominal price was doubled? 
But even if prices were doubled how 
would that help the people who are poor? 
The man who now has $1,000,000 worth 
of prop* rfy 
would under free silver 
have $2,000,000 worth. 
This would 
benefit him 100 times as much, so tar 
as prices are concerned, as the man 
with $10,000 and 1,000 times as much 
as the man with only $1,000. The men 
who now have nothing would under free 
coinage have exactly twice nothing. The 
gap between tin* poor man and the m il­ 
lionaire would he just as great as it is 
now. The laborer, who has no goods to 
sell, would till* 1 that the prices of all his 
food aud clothing were twice as high, 
while any increase of wages would come 
slowly if ar all. 
In compelling the 
masses to pay higher prices for ¡ill they 
consume, while doubling the price of 
tin* property of the wealthy classes, free 
silver would make the rich richer and 
tli*' poor poorer. 
Fr**«' cniiiag*' us a scheme for enrich­ 
ing th<* owners * f a few silver mines 
an« l getting o il Ices for calamity howling 
politicians may 1 >*■ a great success. 
As 
a means of abolishing the differences 
between the poor and the wealthy classes 
it is a monumental fraud. 


A S p ec im en A r g u m e n t. 
The following is one of J udge Crisp’s 
fa v rite illustrations of the horrors of 
the gold standard: 
“ Suppose that y ou had been owing a 
debt« t $100 for five y ears. 
You could 
have satisfied that debt five y ears age 
with two bales of cotton. Today it will 
require three bales of cotton to cancel 
the same debt. The reason is the supply 
of money has been reduced and the de­ 
mand has correspondingly increased.” 
“ There are several fallacies in this 
statement, ” say s th*' Atlanta J ournal. 
“ In the first place the supply *>f money 
has not tnvn reduced within th.* last five 
y ears, either in bulk or per capita. 
“ But if J udge Crisp’s argument is 
gixxl there must hav« * been an immense 
increase in the currency last y ear, fur 
while it would have required nearly 
four bales of cotton to pay a debt of $100 
in ls'i4, two bales .uul a quarter would 
have paid it in 1*9 5. 
“ It J udge* Crisp is ignorant on th« * 
subject he is discussing, lit* should in­ 
form him self before lie poses as a Demo­ 
cratic loader. 
It he knows more than 
his spe* olios indicate, he should not try 
to deceive the people. 
“ Wi en a politician, after study and 
thought, changes from being a free coin­ 
age t*> a sound money advocate, he is a 
turncoat aud a traitor, but when, to 
keep in the political swim, he changes 
from sound money to fre** silver coin­ 
age, ‘God bless him! he is a statesman 
and a patriot,' say all the silverites. ”

We have still w ithin the lim its of 
the British isles a few colonies remain­ 
ing of a small cousin of “ the largest of 
sea fow les” —a ty pical representative of 
the great oceanic fa m ily of the Tubi- 
uarides— the Manx shearwater. 
Driven from the island from which it 
takes it name, where once it bred in 
enormous numbers, the shearwater still 
congregates during the breeding season 
by thousands in Eigg, and in smaller 
numbers in others of tho western is­ 
lands of Scotland, Ireland and Wales, 
and has a home on one, and one only , 
of the Scilly isles, within a mile or two 
of the reei’s of evil repute among which 
Queen Anne’s fleet on its return from 
Spain, confused by continuous fogs, and 
believing itself far to the south off tho 
French coast, found itself entangled 
with fatal results on the night of the 
23d of October, 1707. 
The chief part of the island is cover­ 
ed with thrift, which has grown on the 
dust of its ancestors until it has formed 
a light, spongy peat of its own, extend­ 
ing m places to several feet in depth, 
honey combed, more particularly at the 
eastern end, with burrows. 
On landing— though black backed and 
herring gulls are in plenty , and the sea­ 
side rocks are dotted with puffins and 
shags— there is nothing to be seen 
which could suggest to an explorer un­ 
warned that he stands in the chief Eng­ 
lish breeding place of tho most power­ 
ful aud graceful on the wing, and—ex­ 
cepting perhaps its own smaller near 
relative, the stormy petrel—the most 
poetical in association of European birds. 
The shearwater during the nesting sea­ 
son is nocturnal in its habits, leaving 
the nest, if at all, only after sunset, 
and returning before da y lig ht.— Black­ 
wood’s Magazine.

DOWN THE FLUME. 


The 
snow lay deep in the Cœur 
d ’Alenes—yes, more than that, the miu- 
fug camps were “ .snowed in. ’’ I had net 
been long in the camp, and it was all 
new to me, .so I naturally tied to Gov­ 
ernor B ill, foreman of tlie Last Chance, 
during the exciting days of tHe grt\at 
snowstorm.
